On 18 December 1999, applicant filed international application No. 
PCT/NL98/00721, which claimed a priority date of 18 December 1997. A copy of the 
international application was communicated to the United States Patent and Trademark 
Office from the International Bureau on 24 June 1999. A DEMAND for international 
preUminary examination was filed prior to the expiration of 19 months from the priority 
date. Accordingly, the thirty-month period for submitting the basic national fee for entering 
the national stage in the United States of America expired at midnight on 18 June 2001. 

On 19 June 2000, applicant filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national stage 
in the United States, which was accompanied by, inter alia: the basic national fee; the 
international application; a first preliminary amendment; and an international preliminary 
examination report. 

On 14 July 2000, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
Notification of Missing Requirements (Form PCT/DO/EO/905) and Notification of a 
Defective Oath or Declaration (Form PCT/DO/EO/917) indicating that the declaration was 
not executed in accordance with 37 CFR 1.66 or 37 CFR 1.68. The notification set a one- 
month time limit to respond.

On 12 January 2001, applicant filed an declaration and power of attorney executed 
by two of the four inventors; a small entity statement; and a five-month extension of time. 
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On 19 July 2001, the United States Designated/Elected Office (DO/EO/US) mailed a 
Notification of Defective Response (Form PCT/DO/EO/916) and a Notification of a Defective 
Oath or Declaration (Form PCT/DO/EO/917) indicating that the declaration was not 
executed m accordance with 37 CFR 1.66 or 1.68.
